On 1/20/58 MATTHEW CVETIG personally appeared* at the Pittsburgh 
Office at which time he was interviewed by SA I I

CVETIC stated that his purpose in coming to the Pittsburgh 
Office was to advise that he was leaving Pittsburgh by plane 
on 1/21/58 for Los Angeles, California, where he expects to 
stay for the next six to twelve months. CVETIC stated that 
while in the Los Angeles, ar^a he expects to make some speeches 
and will attempt to set up a business for himself which will 
entail some sort of a newsletter. It is noted that CVETIC 
did not appear too definite in his own mind as to just what 
this newsletter would involve. It is noted that my relet 
contained information regarding a newsletter published at 
Los Angeles by one AL FREEMAN and CVETIC may be working some 
sort of a deal in this connection with FREEMAN. 

CVETIC continued that while in Los Angeles he would be alert 
for any opportunity whereby he might gain a remunerative 
position. CVETIC stated that immediately upon his arrival 
in Los Angeles he intends to stay at the Hotel Statler but 
subsequently plans to rent an apartment in that city. 

During the course of the above contact of this office CVETIC

During the interview by Agents of the Los Angeles 
Office, Cvetic did riot disclose the, identity of" his source, and 
the information he furnished regarding the alleged attack to be 
made on the Director was vague arid nonspecific. Despite Cvetic*s 
unfavorable background, the Los Angeles Office is being instructed 
to reinterview him in order to determine the identity of his source 
land, if there is no reason why it should not be done, to inter- 
view the source for full details concerning this matter. In 
the event Cyetic'will not disclose the identity of his source, 
he should be requested to recontact the source for more detailed 
information. 

It is felt that a recontact with Cvetic isnecessary 
inasmuch as the information presently in our possession; is sir 
vague it cannot be properly evaluated.

Undercover Activities : In 1941 the FBI requested Mr. Cvetic to join the Communist Party for the 
purpose of securing intelligence information for the United States Government. Mr. Cvetic suc- 
cessfully infiltrated the Party. In the ensuing nine years, he attended more than 3000 meetings 
with Soviet Agents, Soviet Secret Police and American Communists. During the nine years he 
worked as an Undercover Agent, Mr. Cvetic reported regularly to the FBI. 



Scope of Activity : After being recruited into the Communist Party, Mr. Cvetic was assigned to the 
Party’s Professional Branch. This Communist unit was composed of Reds in the Scientific, Legal, 
Medical, Governmental, Social, Health and Welfare fields. Later he was assigned to the Com- 
munist’s Organizational, Educational, and Financial committees. Mr. Cvetic helped to direct 
most of the Reds’ major fronts in the middle and late 40s. In 1949 he helped organize the Labor 
Youth League, youth arm of the Communist International in the United States. Mr. Cvetic’s 
nine year pose brought him in contact with hundreds of Soviet Agents and American Commun- 
ists. His knowledge of the Reds’ conspiratorial methods and techniques was acquired firsthand. 



Personals: Mr. Cvetic was one of 12 children. His father and mother came to the United States from 
Austria in the late 1800s. For security reasons, he was not permitted to tell his family or 
friends of his true FBI role. His mother died in October, 1949, believing her son, had be- 
trayed her beloved adopted country. His father died on Memorial Day, 1950, three months 
after Mr. Cvetic’s real FBI role was revealed during his testimony before a Congressional 
Committee.

Mr. Cvetic is currently 
working on a new manuscript entitled “Escape to Nowhere,” which will reveal, for the first time, 
the complete, almost unbelievable story behind his 17-year fight against the Red conspirators.

"FBI is not permitted- to -protect; 
they only investigate.)

Mr. Cvetic lectured at the Mira

Ellen Haldeman: Mr. Cvetic, 
there are several issues, receiving 
considerable controversy at the 
present time, and’ I should like to 
ask your opinion on some oHhese. 
issues... - - : 

As a former counter-agent for 
the FBI and as a man who camp- 
ed, worked' and. posed as a top 
ranking Communist, can you tell 
usjwhy the Communist, is so op 1 
posed, to the "House Un-American 
Activities Committee? 

"Mr. Cvetic: Yes. '. One of the 
reasons that that the Communists 
would' like to abolish ' this com- 
mitte is that" it' exposes the Com- 
nist front organizations and ex- 
poses Communist membership. 
The 'Communist- Party, like any 
other conspiracy, or confidence 
scheme, cannot stand the light of

many liberals, pseudo-liberals

“These are vital -and necessary 
agents of the government. 

Mrs. Haldeman: It concerns me, 
Mr. Cvetic, that there are 25,000. 
known Communist agents working, 
in the United States,- not to men- 




tion those who are undercover, 
sympathizers,., etc. This figure 
compared * to the 7,000 FBI agents 
in the U.S. appears out of balance. 
Should the Bureau, in your opin- 
ion, be enlarged?. 

Mr. ‘Cvetic: I feel that Ameri- 
cans should write to -the President 
of the. United States and demand 
that this body be expanded. Ac- 
tually,- X believe it should be.: 
tripled in number and it should 
be given more money so that the 
Bureau’s activity, especially in 
the field of subversion may be 
expanded. This is also true- of 
the Congressional Committee. 

[ The answer to the Communists 
: and their sympathizers is not only 
for these committees to con- 
tinue -but the fight to see that 
their activities be expanded. This 
includes the HUAC and the 
Senate Committee for Internal 
Security. We are in a position 
now where this action is vital.. 
Frankly, I would' rather see -the" 
billion .dollars we gave to Tito, 
who is a Communist agent, be 
given to the security agencies to 
be spent for security in- our own 
country.- 

Mrs. Haldeman:. There seems 
to be a* new type of 'name-calling 
in our society- that * disturbs me, 
Mr..

CHURCHES 



In this article, let me answer once and for all the question 
of whether or not there are Communists in our churches and 
church organizations. 

I find it difficult to understand why some of our clergy 
refuse to recognize the facts about Red infiltration into our 
church groups, when they are so blatantly evident. How any 
clergyman, or for that matter, any believer in God, can front 
for Red causes in the face of the murderous history of Com- 
munism, is also something that staggers the imagination. 

Both Marx and Lenin considered religion their prime 
enemy, therefore the prime target for destruction. "Religion”, 
they both taught, "is an opiate for the ignorant masses — it 
must be destroyed.” 

With this destructive thesis of the Reds on religion,,Jhow 
can any believer in the Supreme Being blind himself to the 
realities of Communism by joining Communist fronts, or by 
defending Communists in their evil conspiracy, when by so 
doing, he is contributing to his own murder? So-called "intel- 
lectuals, especially in the fields of religion and education, 
would do well to learn from history, which records that in 
every nation .which was lost to Communism, most of the 
intellectuals, even those who were in the forefront aiding, 
abetting and defending the Red cause, were murdered, thrown 
into political prisons, or sent to slave camps. 

Are the Reds infiltrating the churches in the United 
States? Of course they are — and in many cases with the 
help of the very clergy who would be tortured and murdered 
if the Reds took over. 

As an example of Communist church infiltration, let me 
recall a Red meeting which I attended in Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 
vania in the Fall of 1949. At this meeting, Steve Nelson, a 
top Red agent, read a report from Joseph Stalin, the leader 
of International Communism at that time. In this report, 
Stalin laid out plans for the mass murder of twenty million 
people in China to solidify Red control of that country. This 
Kremlin report, and the ensuing discussion, also outlined plans 
for the murder of additional thousands in Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia and Hungary. Where did the Communists plot this 
mass murder of millions? Was it in some deserted cellar, or 
some far-away secret hide-out? — No, the Kremlin plot was 
revealed in a most respectable place -- the meeting room of 
one of the largest churches in the norths ide section of Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania — and with the permission and full 
knowledge of the pastor! 

Many American clergy and church laymen are not aware 



that the Reds have a well worked-out plan for the infiltration 
of our churches and church organizations. 

This infiltration is planned by a secret group of high level 
Red agents, labeled the "Clergical Commission of the Com- 
munist Party.” This Red "Commission” is composed of Soviet 
m agents and American Reds, posing as ministers, preachers and 
£j|gpiests, who have fallen away from the church and Joined the 
p^SCommunist Party, and lay Red agents. How do I ‘know about 
the existence of this Red Clergical Commission? I have reason 
to know only too well, because in 1945, while posing as* a 
Communist for the F.B.I., I was a member of this Red Com- 
mission. In the Pittsburgh district alone, this commission 
consisted of 12 well-trained Red agents. Similar Red com- 
missions with orders to infiltrate and use the churches and 
church bodies exist in every section of the United States. 

It might be apropos to point out that at this very mo- 
ment, Red agents are well-entrenched in key positions of some 
of our national church bodies. There, under the cover of 
respectability, they are zealously carrying on their Communist 
work, often aided and abetted by the very churches and 
church groups they are plotting to destroy., 

■*** "What about Red China?,” I am often asked, "If we would 
recognize Red China we could send over our missionaries. 
We can't ignore 600,000,000 Chinese people.” My answer to 
those who would play ‘into the Red hands by recognizing Red 
China as a "spiritual must,” can be given by posing this 
question: "How many missionaries have we been permitted 
to send to Soviet Russia since we so foolishly recognized, that 
Godless Red government in 1933?” The answer, of course, 
is none. If we recognize Red China, we may be assured that 
the Red tyrants will never permit us to preach, our Gospel, 
which the Reds are sworn to destroy. 

It is true the Reds in Russia permit a small percentage of 
the churches and synagogues to function, about 2 or 3% of the 
number in existence prior to the red take-over in that nation.- 
However, this small exercise of Religion is permitted by the 
Reds in Russia solely to mislead visitors from free countries. 
The Reds' plot calls for the ultimate destruction of all religion, 
including this 2 or 3%, when they find it no longer necessary 
to permit some display of religion behind which to hide their 
ulterior motives. 

For a more recent picture of "Freedom of Religion” Com- 
munist style, let us take a look at poor Tibet. Since the Reds 
have stolen this little country, the Tibetan monks have been 
publicly tortured and murdered or imprisoned. The Tibetan 
nuns have been sent into brothels for the Red soldiers, and the 
children, of Tibet have been taught to spy on their parents, 
brothers and sisters, and report any spark of opposition to 
the Red tyrants. 

If the Reds ever take over in our free nation, we may be 
certain that their plan for religion is the same as it is for 
Russia, Red China and Tibet.

In the recent past I have read a number of speeches, books^ and 
sub-committee reports based on the experiences of Mr. Mati^Cvetic, 
identified as a former counter-spy for the F.B.I. If^oneT^e^* 585 ^ 
assured of the truth of what Mr. Cvetic has to say, it would 
certainly provide a clear insight into the conspiratorial depths 
of the Communist party. 

On the other hand, there have been a number of instances where I 
have quoted, in the course of argument, something that Mr. Cvetic 
had said or written only to hear in return that Mr. Cvetic was a 
mental incompetent, an alcholic, and many other things concerning 
his past life which certainly would detract from his character and 
would not tend to lend credence to anything he had said. Because 
most of these arguments have been brought forth by those who tend 
to be apologetic concerning the Communists in the first place, I 
find it difficult to believe them. I have finally come to the 
conclusion that the only way I can satisfy myself is to get what 
information I can directly from the source, which is the reason 
for this letter. 



I don’t know how much information the Federal Bureau of Investigation 

is able to put out concerning former counter-spies, such as 

Mr. Cvetic, but I would appreciate anything you may be able to 

tell me which would help to clear up this matter. I would particularly 

like to know when Mr. Cvetic started in his counter-spy activities 

as a member of the Communist party, when he left those activities, 

and, if possible, how much weight the F.B.I. itself places on 

I'tr • Cvetic 1 s reports to the F. B. I. and his later sworn testimony 

before Senate sub-committees, etc.

informer'); of a heart attack, in Hollywood, July 

In sworn testimony before the Senate Internal, Security Sub- 
committee in February, 1952, Mr. Cvetic stated: ^ 

“In April of 19I4I I was requested by the FBI to ^ 

volunteer my services, and. the job they requested, 
me to do was to join the Communist Party and supply 
the EB± with information oh the activities of the 
Communist Party in the United States.”

(Our readers already know Matt Cvetic, a former member of the 
FBI, who was assigned to infiltrate into the Communist Party of the U. S. in 
order to obtain its secrets). 

(Cvetic, who rendered such great service to God and to his country, 
has just died. ) 

Why worry about the communists? Why be concerned about a few 
peaceful fools? What damage can a communist do? There are only 25, 000 
communists in the United States. Do they have any chance against us? 

These and many other questions have been asked many times since 
I stopped being a communist in the service of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
in 1950 in order to give . . evidence before the Congress in Washington. 

** 4 

■ Many clergymen, educators, businessmen, bankers, political 
leaders, diplomats and other personalities have tried to explain that Khrushchev 
is really not a murderer because he has repeatedly threatened to communize & 
the United States of America and bury us. Frankly, during the nine years in which 
I passed for a communist, I assisted in hundreds of meetings at which plans were 
made for the downfall of our country; meetings during which mass murder or 
slavery of many North Americans were discussed whom I mentioned above, (sic) 

Contrary to the beliefs of many people, the numerical strength of 
the Communist Party does not have relative importance with respect to its plan 
of world conquest. The Reds deem it important to place their agents, sympathizers 
and dupes into strategic positions within all social strata of the U. S. A. and also 
Into our Government itself. 
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Their numerical strength in the communist conspiracy within our 
nation is unknown. One can get an approximate idea from the intelligence 
services and information given to Congress. These sources number Soviet 
agents operating in the U. S. A. about 15, 000, who are working under 
immunity^ thanks to our candor when we recognized the Soviet Union 
diplomatically in 1933, a'ftd, much later, their satellite accomplices. While 
I was posing as a communist in the service of the FBI, all Russian agents 
known to me operated from the embassies: and Red consulates, the UN 
organized by the Reds, through cultural exchanges, agricultural and traveling 
missions, Scientific and pedagogic activities of the USSR and its satellites. 
Furthermore, hundreds of Soviet agents are working within communist front 
organizations, some Of which are backed by North American personalities 
such as Mrs. .Eleanor Roosevelt and the chemist Linus Pauling, winner of the 
Nobel Prize. 

Concerning the number of ’’Quislings*’ in the Communist Party of 
the U. S. A. , the number has risen to 25, 000 determined conspirators. In 
addition, the communists have succeeded in gathering 250, 000 "fronters, ” 
Sympathizers, defenders and unwary individuals in our churches, educational 
institutions, syndicates., social, civic and beneficent circles whom they aid 
and back in their conspiracy to destroy our country. 

Let me illustrate, in view of my experience as a communist in the 
service of the FBI, how dangerous a communist, can be. 

In 1941, the FBI asked me to join the Communist Party for the purpose 
of obtaining information for our Government. Subsequently I was employed by 
the U. S. Employment Service in Pittsburgh. My work consisted in placing men 
and women in Government positions and basic industries. As soon as I had 
made the Reds believe that I sympathized with their cause, they began to send 
communists- to me to place them in governmental arid industrial positions. 
Remember that then I was only a disguised communist, but not, a member of 
the party. Of course, I informed the FBI of everything; however, think of the 
damage I could have actually done if I had really been a communist in the service 
of communism. 

After I had been recruited by the party my first mission dealt with 
the professional sphere. My cocoiispiratprs within this sphere numbered 200 
in different professions. The jc^e^iie ! of the party was to infiltrate into the 
Government, the educational system, the movie industry, communications} 
chemical laboratories, engineering, the legal profession, and into any other 
sphere in which it could do damage. .If the communist (I do not have to repeat it) 
has succeeded in this endeavor, he will use his position to advance the communist 
conspiracy. 
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From the professional branch I was assigned to the clerical 
commission of the Communist Party. The. objective of this Red unit is the 
infiltration into religious organizations for the purpose of promoting the 
communist line in our churches. 

From the clerical commission I was assigned to the financial 
committee and from there to the educational commission. As a member 
of this conspiratory group my work consisted in planning the infiltration 
of the universities and North American institutes and colleges. Ironically, 
one of the 400 Reds, whom I unmasked, declared under oath, that, in 1950, 
he was .a professor of English, at a U. S. university where one of my sons,

Yes, one single communist is very dangerous ! 

Remember that the odious Karl Marx was only one communist, 
but able to design that diabolic system for the enslavement of the world. 

Truly, I was a ”Re.d" too, but, thank Heaven, my loyalty 
belongs to God and to my country. Both I have served with my limited 
strength.
